again at the end of the workday, the 
tube trains seldom have any strap- 
hangers. 
There are scats enough to 
£0 around. 
And they are comfortable 
seats. 
Well-stuffed plush

leather cover 
most yf them. 
Only the very oldest 
coaches have the plain straw seats so 
common in America. 
One can, and 
does, smoke in about half of the cars 
without fouling the air unduly. 
For 
there is seldom a close-packed crowd. 
Fares for the short rides are cheap­ 
er than in New York, and for longer 
rides the cost is higher. 
Instead of 
a standard fare for any distance, the 
London tubes charge for the length of 
the ride. 
Three half-pence is the 
minimum, but this soon is to bo re­ 
duced to a penny. 
The cost of ordi­ 
nary runs usually averages a little 
less than a penny 
a 
mile. 
The 
omnibusses 
which, 
like 
the tubes, 
spread out in all directions, charge 
about the same. 
During the present year the lines 
of two of the underground railways 
have 
been 
extended 
far out into 
suburban territory. 
London, uncon­ 
fined by either sea or river, and not 
caring to grow upward in the Amer­ 
ican 
apartment-house 
manner, 
is 
sprawling out in every direction with 
great rapidity. 
The tubes art* helping 
to 
create 
suburbs, already encouraged by steam 
railway lines from a dozen or more 
London terminals. 
Some of the un­ 
derground lines make 
a practice of 
buying outlying 
property, 
pushing 
their rails out to it, and then adver­ 
tising it for sale to home-seekers, who, 
of course, become habitual patrons of 
the electric trains. 
But one is beginning to hear com­ 
plaints that the suburbs they are help­ 
ing to make are becoming too thick. 
Only recently it was proposed that a 
green belt of parks, forests, 
golf- 
courses or other open spaces be estab­ 
lished around the greater city, to pre­ 
serve some of the amenities of the 
countryside within easy reach of Lon­ 
doners.

Net income, upon which the in­ 
come tax is assessed, is gross in­ 
come less certain specified deduc­ 
tions for business expenses, losses, 
contributions, bad debts, etc. 
A 
storekeeper may deduct as a busi­ 
ness expense amounts spent for 
rent of his place of business, ad­ 
vertising, premiums for insurance 
agamist fire or other losses, cost of 
water, light, and heat used in his 
place of business, 
drayage 
and 
freight hill*, and the cost of main­ 
tenance ami repair to delivery wag­ 
ons and trucks, and a reasonable 
allowance for salaries. 
A professional man, such as a 
lawyer, doctor, or dentist, may de­ 
duct the cost of supplies used in 
his profession, expenses paid in the 
operation and repair of automo­ 
biles iTSed in making professional 
calls, dues to professional journals, 
office rent, cost of water, light, and 
heat used in his office, and the hire 
of office assistants. 
The farmer may deduct as neces- 
ary expenses all amounts actually 
expended in carrying on the busi­ 
ness of farming, such as amounts 
paid in the production and harvest­ 
ing of his crops, cost of seed and 
fertilizer used, cost of minor re­ 
pairs to farm buildings, and cost of 
small tools used up in the course 
of a year or two. 
The cost of 
farm machinery, equipment, 
and 
farm buildings is not deductible as 
expense. 
Deductions for personal or liv­ 
ing expenses, such as repairs to the 
taxpayer’s dwelling, cost of food, 
clothing, education of children, etc., 
are not allowed.
